Asbestos 
Discovery On 


Tule Reservation 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 8 — A 
point discovery of industrial crude 
asbestos has been made on the 
Tule River Indian reservation by 
Kenneth McDarment, LeRoy Kun- 
ert and George A. Heintz, all of 
Porterville. 

The discovery was made while 
the men were searching for com- 
mercial Barite and Tungsten. The 
asbestos outcrop was found in a 
schist formation, above 4,000-feet 
elevation. 

Pending a complete report from 
Eastern and California assayers, 
the three partners are continuing 
their search for the ‘‘glory hole’’; 
the fiberous material has been 
found in lengths up to three feet, 
fout inches thick. 

Operating as the Sierra Shan 
Ri La company, the three men are 
working on a special prospecting 
permit issued by the Tribal Coun- 
cil of the reservation, the U.S. De- 
partment of the Interior, and the 
Bureau of Indian affairs.

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THIS RARE, night-blooming cactus, grown by the Herman Matzkes at 
their Scenic Heights home, was flashed shortly before midnight by 
Opal Achterberg, who made three nightly visits to the Matzke's gar- 
den before she was able to catch the cactus flower in full bloom. The 
plant is some 10 feet tall and has bloomed each year since it was 


‘planted about 10 years ago when the Matzkes moved to Scenic 


Heights. This year, the cactus produced six flowers, each about five 
inches in diameter, and each opening only at night and closing at day- 
break. The highly-scented blossoms of this Nyctocereus septentinus, 
or snake cactus, of the night-blooming cereus family, are white with 
golden sepals; fragrance is similar to sweet vanilla. Many types of 
night-blooming cactus-are found in Mexico, South America, the West 
Indies, and occasionally in parts of California and Florida. Mrs. Ach- 
terberg made her original picture in color, with the colored slide to

BLOOD PLAN 


SPRINGVILLE, Aug. 8—A com- 
munity blood fund for the Central 
California Blood Bank of Fresno has 
been established at the Tulare- 
Kings Counties hospital at Spring- 
ville primarily for the benefit .of 
organizations that want to set up 


a blood bank for their members. 
As explained by Dr. W. A. Winn, 


hospital superintendent, any group 
can establish a community blood 
fund, with members of the group 
donating blood for the fund. 

Donated blood goes into the 
Central California Blood Bank, 
where it is credited to the organ- 
ization whose member gave it. If 
an organization member then 
needs blood, he can secure it 
through the blood bank. 

In “refunding” blood, a charge 
of $10.00 per unit is made to the 
person, receiving it. This charge 
is made to cover cost of process- 
ing the blood unit from the time 
the donor gives it until it is taken 
out of the Central California Blood 
Bank. | 

However, if an organization is 
willing_to place two units of blood 
in the bank for each unit taken 
out, then the unit taken out by 
an organization member can be 
‘used without charge.

WHOLE PEACHES 


IS RECOMMENDED

VISALIA, Aug. 8—Homemakers 
are finding that the freezing of 
whole peaches offers several. ad- 
vantages over other methods of 
freezing this fruit. The peaches 
are quickly prepared for the freez- 
er and easy to use; they .require 
no sugar or syrup. 

Rio Oso Gems or.Red Havens 
are good varieties to use. Put a 
single layer of peaches on a bak- 
ing sheet or metal tray. Place on 
the freezer shelf in direct contact 
with the freezer plate or coils. 
Quick freeze. ‘When solidly frozen, 
store in plastic bags or containers. 

Frozen peaches are easy to use. 
While still partially frozen, hold 
under running water and gently 
wash the skin away. Slice and

The reputation of Texas for doing things big seems to be upheld 
by a Tulare County Texan, Bob Lard, who at the moment is astound- 
ing livestock producers with his Coastal Bermuda planting on road 164 
west of Strathmore. t 

. Several aspects of this deal make it news: So far as we know this 
is the first commercial planting of Coastal Bermuda in California; the 
grass — a hybrid — is being grown on heavy alkali soil, yet it has-de- 

+ veloped in an unbelievable fashion since planting about a year ago; 
carrying capacity of this Coastal Bermuda appears to be better than 
conventional pasture being used in this area; considering all its as- 

, pects — type of land, grass growth, record of animal gains, carrying 
capacity and investment per acre, the project looks great. 

In fact, to revert to the Texas superlative, this Coastal Bermuda 
deal may well mark a new era in pasture production and land use in 
the San Joaquin valley.

- Long distance 
rates on station-to-station calls 
and calls to points outside the 
state will remain unchanged. 
Main and party line telephone 
rates are not affected, so there will 
be little effect on Porterville users, 
Board says. 

On a statewide basis, the com- 
pany is asking for adjustments on 
telephone service connections and 
installation charges, increased 
charges on person-to-person long 
distance calls within the state, 
and on certain special services.

from the original donor, the 
Springville hospital will use a per- 
centage for its own credit in the 
Central California Blood Bank. 

Dr. Winn states that his office 
will be glad to work out details of 
the community blood bank fund 
with any interested organization. 

He also says that blood will. be 
taken at the Springville hospital 
at any time, organization members 
should not come to the hospital in 
groups, but as individuals. Pre- 
ferably time is between 10 a.m. 
and 8 p.m., and Saturday is the 
least desirable day. 

Once a community blood find is 
set up by an organization, Dr. 
Winn states, a supply of blood 
then exists for the use of members 
of that organization wherever 
they might be in the United States 
when their personal need arises. 

At present there is only one oth- 
er collecting agency for blood in 
Tulare county — the county hos- 
pital at Tulare. However, the 
county hospital will receive blood 
for only two hours a week.
